The principal assignments of the Department were model-experijaenis for river 
and coastal construction projects and the formation of expert opinions on 
these problems 9 In September 1953 work was being- performed on models of the 
Elbe River near Dresden and Magdeburg and on a model of the Oder Elver near 
Cauernitz (sic), The project evisaged a solution to the problems in hydraulic 
engineering in these areas* In Potsdam two large models were used to detemina
